Have  you  ever  noticed  the  two  buildings  on  the  southeast 
side  of  the  campus?  One  is  Carondelet,  and  no,  it’s  not  a 
convent;  the  other  is  Ridgway,  without  an  E ! Have  you  ever 
wondered  what  goes  on  behind  those  security  doors?  This 
year  Avila  is  initiating  an  innovative,  challenging  concept  in 
residence  hall  living — the  concept  of  student  staffing.  The 
resident  halls  will  be  under  the  leadership  of  nine  students  in 
nine  staffing  positions.  Those  positions  include  two 
Residence  Hall  Directors,  their  staff  of  six  Resident 
Assistants,  and  the  Coordinator  of  Residence  Hall  Programs. 

The  Directors  will  have  responsibility  for  the  physical 
plant,  the  maintenance  staff,  the  selection  and  training  of 
R.A.’s,  discipline,  and  the  over*all  coordination  of  the 
Residence  Hall  Program  in  their  respective  hall. 

Within  each  residence  hall  there  are  three  resident 
assistants,  each  assigned  to  a specific  floor  and  responsible 
for  the  implementation  of  the  Residence  Hall  Program  on 
their  floor.  The  R.A.  is  a paraprofessional  trained  in 
assessing  student  needs,  helping  to  integrate  the  academic 
and  ccKJurricular  experience  of  the  residents,  and  assisting 
in  the  overall  growth  of  the  members  of  his-her  floor. 

The  Coordinator  of  Residence  Hall  Programs  is  a totally 
new  position.  The  coordinator  is  responsible  for  the 
organization,  coordination,  supervision,  implementation  and 
evaluation  of  the  Residence  Hall  Program  in  both  residence 
halls.  The  coordinator  does  not  construct  programs  for  the 


student  nor  does  she  design  activities  which  make  something 
happen  to  students,  but  rather  she  works  with  students  en- 
couraging them  to  try  new  things,  inviting  them  to  grow  and 
develop,  and  challenging  them  to  become  all  they  are 
capable  of  becoming. 

Appointed  as  Residence  Hall  Directors  for  the  1975-1976 
school  year  are  Dave  Kerr  in  Carondelet  and  Debbie  White  in 
Ridgway.  Dave  is  a senior  business  major  from  Ness  City, 
Kansas  and  has  been  at  Avila  for  one  year,  transferring  from 
Ft.  Hayes  State.  Debbie  is  a special  education  major  from 
Ralston,  Nebraska.  She  is  also  a senior,  having  spent  all  her 
college  years  at  Avila.  Dave’s  staff  is  composed  of  Greg 
Poelker,  a sophomore  business  major;  Marcia  Lawler,  a 
senior  business  major;  and  Judy  Heitz,  a junior  nursing 
major.  Ridgway  R.A.’s  are:  Jan  Geissler,  a sophomore 
nursing  major;  Joan  Michaels,  a senior  psychology  and 
nursing  major;  and  Maureen  Hencmann,  a junior  special 
education  major.  Barb  Duff,  the  Coordinator  of  Residence 
Hall  Programs,  is  a senior  history  major  from  Littleton, 
Colorado.

National 

speakers 

to  Avila

Coming  to  Avila  this  fall 
are  three  speakers  of  national 
prominence  who  will  be 
lecturing  in  a three-part 
symposium  on  Individual 
Rights  or  Social  Chaos.  This 
symposium  is  an  unusual 
opportunity  for  Avila  College 
to  sponsor  a series  of  con- 
ferences to  the  greater 
Kansas  City  area.  There  are 
three  different  sessions 
planned  for  the  symposium 
during  the  fall.  The  first 
session  is  to  present  Justice 
Arthur  Goldberg,  speaking  on 
the  topic  of,  “Can  We  Afford 
Liberty?”  He  will  be 
speaking  September  24,  1975 
at  7:30  P.M.  in  Goppert 
Theater  on  the  campus. 
Following  Justice  Goldberg’s 
speech,  there  will  be  a panel 
made  up  of  local 
professionals  in  various  fields 
to  address  questions  to  him; 
as  well,  there  will  be  an  op- 
portunity for  the  audience  to 
do  the  same.  Then  on  Sep- 
tember 25,  1975,  the  suc- 
ceeding evening,  there  will  be 
a panel  who  will  react  to 
Justice  Goldberg’s  speech, 
and  also,  carry  a re- 
discussion of  some  specific 
questions  as  they  pertain  to 
Kansas  Citians  and  their 
individual  rights  in  govern- 
ment, locally  and  nationally. 

The  other  two  sessions  of 
the  symposium  will  be  held 
later  in  the  fall.  The  plans  are 
not  yet  complete  for  those 
events,  but  will  soon  be 
complete. 

The  major  question  being 
raised  during  the  symposium 
is  whether  our  system  of 
government  exists  to  serve 
its  citizens  or  whether  it  has 
failed  in  this  objective  and 
merely  exists  as  an  entity  in 
itself.  The  proposed  three- 
session  symposium  is  to  be 
held  this  fall  in  an  attempt  to 
gain  an  understanding  of  the 
broad  question  by  focusing  on 
some  specific  concerns 
regarding  our  individual 
rights  as  they  currently 
present  themselves  to  the 
Kansas  City  area. 

The  symposium  is  nap- 
pening  as  a result 
of  a grant  proposal

Policy  on  access  to  student  education  records 


In  accordance  with  Public  Law  93-380,  the  FamUy 
Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  of  1974,  Avila  College  is 
required  to  inform  currently  enrolled  students  of  their  rights 
to  access  of  certain  education  records. 

Education  records  maintained  by  Avila  College  and 
available  to  students  are  financial  aid  records,  (excluded  are 
Parents  Confidential  Statements  and  Financial  Statements) , 
students  cumulative  advisement  file,  student  health  records, 
disciplinary  records,  and  the  cumulative  scholastic  record. 
To  request  access,  contact  the  following  offices: 

Director  of 
Admissions  and  Financial  Aids  — Blasco  Hall. 

Student  Accumulative  Advisement  File  — Student’s 
Academic  Adviser. 

Student  Health  Records  — Mrs.  Judy  Gemeinhardt, 
Director  of  Health  Services  — Carondelet  Hall,  Room  713. 

Student  Disciplinary  Records  — Mr.  L.  F.  Cupkie,  Dean  of 
Students  — Blasco  Hall. 

Cumulative  Scholastic  Record  — Sister  Anna  Schlett, 
Registrar  ' — Blasco  Hall. 

Any  student  may  review  upon  written  request,  his  or  her 
records,  and  if  erroneous  information  is  included  therein, 
may  request  the  expurging  of  such  information.  Written 
request  must  be  made  to  the  officials  named  above  for  access 
to  records  desired. 

An  Avila  student  wishing  to  challenge  the  content  of  any 
record  may  request  an  opportunity  for  a hearing  to  insure 


that  the  records  are  not  inaccurate.  Avila  College  officials 
charged  with  custody  of  education  records  will  attempt  to 
settle  informally  any  disputes  by  meetings  and  discussions 
with  the  student. 

If  a formal  hearing  is  necessary,  the  student  or  the  Avila 
College  official  charged  with  the  custody  of  the  education 
records  may  request  such  a hearing  by  submitting  a request 
in  writing  to  the  President,  who  will  appoint  a hearing  officer 
or  a hearing  committee.  The  hearing  shall  be  conducted  and 
decision  rendered  by  an  appointed  official  or  officials  who 
shall  not  have  a direct  interest  in  the  outcome.  Either  party 
may  appeal  the  decision  of  the  hearing  to  the  President. 

Students  desiring  reproduction  of  records  will  be  charged 
$1.00  for  each  page  of  record  reproduced. 

In  addition  Avila  College  designates  as  “Directory  In- 
formation - Public  Information”  the  following  categories  of 
information:  student  name;  address;  telephone  number; 
date  and  place  of  birth;  major  field  of  study;  participation  in 
officially  recognized  activities  and  sports;  weight  and  height 
of  members  of  athletic  teams,  dates  of  attendance,  degrees 
and  awards  received  and  the  most  previous  educational 
agency  or  institution  attended  by  the  student.  A student 
wishing  to  restrict  the  release  of  any  or  all  of  the  Directory 
Information”  pertaining  to  him  or  her  is  to  advise  the 
Registrar  in  writing  not  later  than  the  second  week  of 
classes.

Results  of  the  National 
Teacher  Examinations  are 
used  by  many  large  school 
districts  as  one  of  several 
factors  in  the  selection  of  new 
teachers  and  by  several 
states  for  certification  or 
licensing  of  teachers.  Some 
colleges  also  require  all 
seniors  preparing  to  teach  to 
take  the  examinations. 

On  each  full  day  of  testing, 
prospective  teachers  may 
take  the  Common 
Examinations  which 
measure  their  professional 
preparation  and  general 
educational  background  and 
an  Area  Examination  which 
measures  their  mastery  of 
the  subject  they  expect  to 
teach. 

Prospective  candidates 
should  contact  the  school 
systems  in  which  they  seek 
employment,  or  their 
colleges,  for  specific  advice 
on  which  examinations  to 
take  and  on  which  dates  they 
should  be  taken.
